ARDMORE, Okla., March 12,—Branding of Clara Smith Ha- 


mon, as an adventuress and deliberate slayer of Jake L. Hamon 
continued today. The girl, accused of the murder of the dead 
millionaire and politician, was to lace Frank Ketch, business ad- 
visor of Hamon. 
Ketch is one 01 the leading witnesses for the 


state. He was the man that Hamon asked for as soon as he was 
operated upon in the hospital and was one of the few who had 
words with Hamon before he died. The state, by his testimony, 
will attempt to prove the heartlessness of the defendant in delib- 
endely slaying Hamon. The age of Clara Smith Hamon is to 
play an important part in the trial. 


The state, according to Prosecutor Prince Freelimj, will at- 


tempt to prove the defendant is now 29 years old. The defendant 
claims she is 27 years old. 
The establishment of the age is im- j 


portant inasmuch as it will determine her exact age when she met' 
Hamon 10 years ago and whether he abducted her from her home i 
in Lnwton or she left with Hamon fully realizing what she was! 
doing. The parting kiss between the defendant and Hamon will 
play an important part as the trial progresses. The defense con- 
tends that Hamon bore Clara no ill will after she had shot him. J 
Dr. Haivey, a state witness, was asked if Hamon kissed Clara 
after he was operated upon. Harvey vigorously denied that Ha- 
mon kissed her and accused the defendant of forcibly kissing Ha- 
mon. 
The defense is prepared to present Miss Rose Connors, a 


nurso. who will tell the exact story of the kissing episode. Free- 
ling expected t6 finish up with his witnesses today. 


Gary Foster, garage man, was the first witness for the state 


when court opened today. He said he had seen Clara "toting'? a 
iiun several times in the last year. Foster said he saw Clara the 
day after Hamon was shot. He declared she had no scars on her 
face and throat as the defendant maintained as the result of Ha- 
mon's alleged brutal attacks. 
Judge Champion announced he 


would recess the court at 8 p. m. until Monday. 
Foster testified 


that Hamon always paid Clara's garage bill. He declared under 
cross examination by "Wild Bill" McLean, the defendant's counsel 
that he did not recall whether Clara's bills, after Hamon died, had 
been paid by the Hamon estate. "The defendant was planning a 
trip to California shortly before Hamon was shot," said Foster 
W. II Nichols, Chief of Poilce of Ardmore at the time Hamon was 
•shot, but now a resident of. Oklahoma City, was the next witness 
on the stand for the state. Nichols said he and Sam Rhodes were 
with Hamon .shortly before he w:is shot. We had three drinks He 
left the room sober at 6:15.
